Richard C, Maclaurin. president of the 
Massachusetts Institute Technology, 
was before the joint committee on ways 
and means this morning in behalf of the 
bill, reported by the committee on edu- 
catior, to give the institute an allowance 
of $190,000 a year for 10 years. 

Harvey Chase. heard upon his investi- 
gation of the financial affairs of the 
institute, said that the present value 
of the land and buildings is $1,500,000 
and that with the equipment the total 
is brought up to $1,750,000. He gave 
figures as to income, outgo and defi- 
ciencies. 

In 1901 the total income, exclusive of 
gifts, state allowance and alumni con- 
tributions, was $341,753.45; the total 
outgo was $385,138.33 and the deficiency 
was $43,404.88, 

In 1905, net income was $439,595.48; 
outgo, $482,429.61; deficiency, $42,834.13. 

In 1909, net income was $467,877.66; out- 
go, $575,794.35; deficiency, $107,916.69. 

In 1910, net income was $484,194.20; 
outgo, $589,915.54; deficiency, $105,721.34, 

In reply to questions by Representa- 
tive White President McLaurin said that 
the Institute intended to buy about 30 
acres of land in a new location «n¢ to 
expend between two and three millions 
of dollars for the new buildings and 
land. Then they weuld still be obliged 
to call upon their friends.

SFE LITTLE SAVING 
TO CITY IN PROPOSED 
GARBAGE GONTRAGT 


Louis K. Rourke, commissioner of pub- 
lic works. will recommend at the meet- 
ing of the city council on Mohday the 


acceptance of the contract of the Boston: 
Disposal Company for the collection and 
disposal of garbage in Boston for 10 
years, at a cost of about $235,000 a year. 

This is about $95,000 a year less than 
the tentative bid of this company in 
October. It is still thousands of dollars 
higher than the present cost, but the 
city gets the teaming done on what it 
is said there will be a saving of $180,000 
a year. 

Commissioner Rourke’s plan, according 
to the proposition of the ton Dis- 
posal Company, will call for the erection 
of five receiving stations in Brighton, 
Roxbury, Dorchester, the South End and 
Fort Hill at a cost of about $125 9,000 to 
the city. 

Under the new proposal the company 
will eollect the garbage and ashes in al] 
the Boston districts except West Rox- 
bury and East Boston and will do all 
the teaming necessary from the receiving 
stations in Roxbury and Brighton to the 
water front, which is now done by the 
city. It will also take over the towing 
of the ‘scows out to sea to dump the 
ashes.

Some hold that it would be suffi- 
ient to ordain that a ball must float 
‘in water. But it is practically certain 
that some more delinite restriction 
‘must he imposed on resiliency. The 
‘fact that the outer covers of golf balls 
ihave been getting thinner and thinner, 
till now they are no thicker than a sheet 
of paper, indicates that the shell needs 
|thickening. The most suitable mea- 
surement of thickness will have to be 
determined by experiment. Probably 
3-16 inch is somewhere near the mark. 
Resiliency is also produced by softening 
the core round which the rubber fila- 
ments are wound. It would therefore 
be wise to state’that this core must be

“The Girl of My Dreams.”

Mr. Hyams and Miss McIntyre have 
long been favorites with vaudeville and 
musical comedy audiences, invariably 
veing highly entertaining in their con- 
icientious and fine-grained displays of 
their talents. Mr. Hyams is light come- 
dian of quietly effective style, whajesome 
in personality, a nimble dancer and dis- , 
creet singer, Miss McIntyre has a most 
appealing personality, softly girlish yet 
womanly, with a pretty singing voice, 
graceful and lithein her dancing and 
most skilful in facial and vocal child 
impersonations. 

This vehicle is an agreeable entertain- 
ment witha generous sprinkling of melo- 
dies and built around a series of senti- 
mental and comic complications growing 
out of the unintentional destruction of a 
woman's hat by Harry Surfton’s automo- 
hile. Harry stows the hatless one in his 
room while a new hat is being made, 
thereby for a time causing his Quaker 
sweetheart to distrust him. 

The woman’s jealous husband, a comic 
intriguing German, Harry’s sister, an ec- 
centric milliner, a love-shaken poet and 
an old Quaker are also involved in the 
plot. Neither the characers nor plot are 
fresh, but the story is worked out with 
good effect and there is an agreeable lit- 
erary flavor and, pretty sentimental 
charm to much of the dialogue. “The 
piece highly pleased the large audience, 
as the entertainment is worked out with 
much brisk stage movement end is ad- 
mirably perfprmed. 

Miss MeIntyre easily takes! first hon- 
ors with sweet demure Quaker maiden, 
plaintive and ‘shyly coy in voice and 
manner.

“This is a 
charge which no citizen can discuss with- 
out regret, yet the whole subject is of 
such vital importance in the preservation 
of representative government that I 
would feel remiss in my duty if I failed 
to call it to the attention of the country 
and place in available form such infor- 
mation relating thereto as may come to 
my attention. 

Notice was given by Mr. Bourne that 
he would introduce a corrupt practises 
act in the next Congress. He recom- 
mended that the nominating power in 
respect to civil employees be given to 
senators and representatives in Congress,

RENOVATING THE STRAW HAT 


A bit of new trimming will, transform 1f. 


HE straw hats that have been laid 
away during the winter months will, 
now soon be taken from their wrapping 
papers and boxes to be brought into ser- 


vice again, at least for early spring. A. 


half worn straw hat answers admirably 
during the transition stage from winter 
to summer millinery. Women do not 
like to buy the summer hat too early in 
the season, yet nine times out of ten 
the winter headgear is too shabby to be 
worn in the bright sunshiny spring 
weather. 

Last season’s straw hat and a bit of 

_ new trimming is going to be the standby, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 

It is 6nly reasonable to suppose that 
the hats were thoroughly brushed and 
put in good condition before being packed 
away, but it is astonishing how articles 
will gather dust during their rest, and 
not unseldom the sight of a hat when 
first unwrapped is a disappointment te 
its owner. Still, , 
cleansing agents and home dyes, one 
should not despair. 

A cloth wrung out of hot water will do 
much to restore the lost freshness of 
straw. In the ease of a crinoline straw 
the better plan is to fill the crown with 

~soft rags until the hat is ary in order to 
preserve the shape. 

For removing dust from flat, smooth 
surfaces there is mothing better than an 
old soft handkerehief, but when places 
cannot be reached with a duster a soft 
bonnet brush must be used. The thin 
brush with long soft bristles answers 
the purpose best, and a short handle 
makes it convenient to usc. 

When the straw has passed beyond 
the hot water treatment then it may be 
brushed with black ink in which a tea- 
spoonful of gum arabic has been dis- 

solved. Ifa slight gloss is preferred the

the white of an egg well beaten. 

Black chip hats, on account of the dull 
finish of the straw, require an entirely 
different treatment. One of the best 
renovators for a shabby chip hat is a 


‘mixture of one part black ink and two of 


olive oil, to be evenly brushed “aver the 
surface. % 

Another wa'ty that will freshen a 
slightly shabby hat is to wash it with 
a pint of water mixed‘ with two tea- 
spoonfuls of alcohol. If a hat has lost 
its stiffness this can be resfored by 
sponging with glue water, then pressing 
the brim with a hot iron, using a cloth 
on the straw to protect it. from direct 
contact with the iron. Some black. hats 
are improved by washing with warm 
milk, This cleans and at the same time 
supplies a slight stiffness, noticeable 
when the hat is dry. 

In cleaning any kind of hat giiray's 
begin in the center of the crewn and 
work around with the sewing of the 
straw, 

Fine braids may be cleaned with\ gaso-: 
line, care being taken to keep away| from 
the fire or artificial light durit 
process. 

When a white hat has become too sun- 
burnt to respond to whitening, or a light 
colored straw has become too fade 
wear,‘ then, the best plan is to dy 
retint the straw. ~ 

White chip hats do not elean 
factorily.. So the only plan is to Keep 
them fresh looking by constant dusting. 
A little French chalk ‘may be shaken 
over any soiled spot. 

There are| any number of exceNent’ 
dyes for straw hats to be’ bought at a 
nominal sum—about 10 cents—sufficient 
for one hat. Such dye is ready for use 
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and printed instructions accompany it.

COSTS BUT LITTLE 


In my 40 years of housekeeping I have 
served soup every day at the beginning 
of the dinner, and frequently cream 
soups at luncheon or for the children’s 
supper, almost without cost, says a writer 
in the Ladies Home Journal. Small quan- 
tities of left-over vegetables are utilized 
for the cream soups.’ Every bit_of meat, 
every bone on the serving plate, the car- 
casses of turkeys, ducks and chickens are 
put aside for stock. The giblets, neck 
and feet of poultry are utilized for giblet 
soup. The feet of poultry are especially 
ich in gelatine which gives body and con- 
sistency to the stock. Two kinds of 
vegetables left over may _ be pressed 
through a sieve, seasoned and thinned 
with milk, or, which is more economical, 
thinned with stock and just enough milk 
added to give color. Pleasant and de- 
sirable combinations are made froin po- 
tato and celery, oyster and celery, onions 
and milk alone, peas alone, peas and 
tomatoes, or corn and tomatoes. Okra 
combines nicely: with corn, or with both 
corn and tomatoes.

= -FLY.BEOIDE U. 0. FLAG 


OTTAWA, Ont.—Debate on the reci- 
procity agreement was resumed in the 
House of Commons today after an 
eventful night session at which a resolu- 


tion was offered by Major Beattie, Con- 
Ont., de- 
claring that “regulations should bé is- 
sued providing that wherever a foreign 
flag is displayed, except by the repre- 
sentative of a foyeign government, a 
British flag shall be displayed in a more 
prominent position.” 

Major Beattie said too many Ameri- 
can flags were flown in Canada by sum- 


gervative member for London, 


mer residents from across the line and 
by tourists in automobiles, without a 
British flag being anywhere displayed. 
irritated many Canadians, 
who thought such visitors either should 
abstain from flaunting an alien flag be- 
fore the people of Ganada or should give 
thre flag of the Dominion equal promi- 
nence.

/AT THE GLOUCESTER 


DINNER OF MARINERS 


GLOUCESTER, Mass.—When 500 per- 
sons sat down on Monday night at the 
annual dinner of the Master Mariners 
Association, they soon discovered that 


‘}reciprocity was there too. 


Mayor Patch, the first speaker, ad- 
mitted that he could not sail a boat, 
but as master of the ship of state of 
Gloucester he demanded the right as a 
mariner to say that the reciprocity 
agreeement was against the best inter- 
ests of the-city. Te confessed, however, 
there was room for an honest difference 
of opinion, even among those here. He 
said that a readjustment of the tariff 
should be done by a tariff board, and 
that in return for concessions Gloucester 
fishermen should receive fishery privi- 
leges in Canadian waters. 

Alluding to the summer business he 
recognized its importance, Dut he would 
regret the day. when Gloucester passed 
into a sufmmer resort pure and simple. 
He counseled unity of action on all sub- 
jects which concerned the welfare of 
the'citv. and civic self-control.

and Capt. George,Peeples, president of 
the association, welcomed all present. 
Dr. Philip P. Moore was the toastmaster.

ble citizens to protest. 

Medicine has made tremendous strides, 
thanks-to the persistent researches of 
its students and the noble sacrifices they 
have made for the benefit of mankind. 
Surgery has achieved wonderful progress 
through experimentation and laboratory 
tests. Yet neither is an exact science, 
for both must grapple with the .un- 
sounded secrets of life ahd death. It fol- 
lows necesarily, therefore, that it is the 
height of imprudence—if not of, impu- 
dence—to seek to impose upon the public 
by means of legislative enactment sys- 
tems of treatment, or to debar others, 
upon which the most learned seientific 
minds of the day themselves disagree. 

Let us have freedom of medicine as 
we have perfect freedom of religion in 
this country. The world has done well 
thus far with the human’ ‘body. Strong 
men and women, living long lives and 
useful, have come and gone, an| honor 
to the race and to the credit of their 
kind, without the adventitious aid of 
over-legislation. Is it to be said now, 
in this twentieth century, that any rep- 
utable school of medicine, or any. prac- 
titioner worthy of confidence, is men- 
aced by extermination, and that the 
people will perish of malpractise, unless 
the state intervenes with some drastic 
aet inspired by bigotry or malice?

approaching a rearrangement of its civic 
government affairs, which will accéntuate 
the progressive tone very noticeablé dur- 
ing the last 10 years or more throughout 


the city. A short time ago a modifica- 


tion of the aldermanic form of govern- 
ment was effected, by the introduction of 


“the board of control” system being 
adopted in connection with the previous 
system of ward election of aldermen, 
but with the work and authority of the 
aldermen more or less minimized. 

After a year’s experiment, with the 
board of control gradually absorbing the 
powers of the aldermanic committees, the 
latter felt that the citizens should have 
an opportunity of expressing their opin- 
ion regarding the new system. The 
plebeistic called for resulted in the in- 
dorsement of,the controllers’ methods and 
the system in general, and the expression: 
of dissatisfaction with the former au- 
thority exercised by the committees of 
ward aldermen; and during the past 
year the controllers have been more in a 
position of a responsible executive than 
they were at first.

civic affairs.

That 
it. has deferred the. closer commercial! 
union of the empire. III.. That it has 
deprived the country of the most effec- 
tive method of inducing foreign coun- 
tries to grant fair treatment to British 
manufacturers. 

This amendment gave rise to an inter- 
esting debate,-in which the reciprocity 
agreement provisionally signed between 
Canada and the United States was dis- 
cussed. When dealing with this im- 
portant subject Mr. Chamberlain maue 
it quite clear that he did not for one 
moment criticize the action of the gov- 
either of the. Dominion of Can- 
ada or the great friendly republic of 
the United States. In support of the 
third proposition of his amendment he 
made use of the provisional reciprocity 
agreement, and cited it as a_ signal 
instance of the value of commercial 
negotiations under a tariff system. 

In his own words, “that which had 
been refused’ to Canada when defense- 
less and weak, now offered and 
pressed on her because of thé growth 
of her resources which she has won, 
under and through this system.” Two 
main lines of argument were developed 
by speakers in favor of the opposition 
amendment: [. That reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United States will 
damage the trade and increase the price 
of food in the United Kingdom. IT. 
That mutual preference with Canada 
would have averted that damage. : 

In support of these views emphasis 
was laid on the fact that hitherto the 
development of Canada _ has 
mainly ‘been carried out on east and 
west lines; but that when the Dominion 
enters into a reciprocal agreement with 
the United ‘States, development will be 
diverted north and _ south. 

Speeches in rep!y from supporters of 
the government were to the effect that 
the contention that Canada was able, 
owing to her tariff system, to obtain 
reciprocity with the. United States was 
illusory; the overtures made by the 
states being due mainly to the revolt 
against the tariff system, and to the re- 
cent defeat of the tariff party at the 
polls. Also that Canada did no* owe her 
prosperity to her protective system, but 
to the organized system of immigration

HISTORY GIVEN OF RUSSIAN 
OCCUPATION OF TURKESTAN

ST. PETERSBURG—The question of 
the relations between this country and 
China is attracting considerable atten- 
tion at the present moment. In Febru- 
ary, 1881,‘a treaty was signed between 
the governments of this country and 
China, by which treaty Russia agreed to 
evacuate the Ili region, which she had 
occupied some 10 years previously. By 
~ Way of compensation/it was agreed that 
certain privileges should be granted to 
Russia, including rights of navigation on 
the rivers Amur, Sungari and Ussuri. 
~China is considered to have persistently 
violated the terms of this treaty in a 
variety of ways, in spite of the fact 
that Russia has given evidence of her 
friendly attitude towards China by giv- 
ing up her share in the municipal gov- 
ernment of Kharbin. | 
Unwilling to submit any longer to this 
disregard of treaty obligations on the 
part of China, an i rtant conference 
on the subject has been held at the| min- 
istry of war, and although no official 
announcemerit has yet been made,| it is 
generally expected that a statement will 
be published by the foreign office ex- 
plaining the action to be taken, 
the reoccupation of the Ii 
Chinese Turkestan. |

tion of the.strife. The chieé leader of 
the Muhammadan rebellion was Yakub 
Bey, and it was not until 1877, when the 
cities of Yarkand and Kashgar had sur- 
rendered to the Chinese army under 
Tso Tsung Tang, that Chinese rule was 
again established throughout Turkestan, 
with the exception of Ili which was still 
held by the Russians. 

Negotiations were shortly afterwards 
opened with the Russian government 
with the object of inducing. them to re- 
move the troops from Li. An envoy, 
Chung How proceeded to Russia in 1878, 
but was eventually recalled owing to his 
2 fe not meeting with the approval of 
the Chinese government. Negotiations 
were eventually reopened by Marquis 
Tseng. who arranged that a large pe- 
cuniary indemnity in addition to certain 
commercial facilities in Mongolia and 


Manchuria should be granted to Russia 


on the condition that the whole of the 
district of Ili was evacuated. These ne- 
gotiations terminated in the treaty of 
1881 already referred to, a treaty signed 
for 18 years and made renewable at 
intervals of 10 years unless notice were 
given of revision by either party. 

‘ This, then, is the treaty which the Chi- 
nese government is declared to have dis- 
regarded, in addition to which it is:main- 
tained that such action has beeri adopted 
by the Chinese authorities. as to, fender 
it. impossible for Russians to live in the 
gsountry, even in those towns where their 
rights by treaty are indisputable. One 
of the demands now put forward by Rus- 
'sia/is that they should have the right to 
appoint consular officers in three. cities 
in Turkestan, in addition. to which free 
exercise of consular jurisdiction for Rus- 
sian subjects is claimed. 

As to how far, it is.the intention of 
the Russian government to go in the 
matter, ig not known. It is probable, 
however, that the only. intention at the 
present moment is to impress upon the 
Chinese authorities the necessity of re- 
vising the treaty of 1881: In view of 
the present situation in China, -where 
changes of so great importance ars ‘likely 
to take place in~the near’ future, any 
recourse to forceable measures might 
lead to grave disturbances in the celestial 
empire, and it is to be hoped #hat the 
probable results of any action that may 
be taken by the Russian government will 
be carefully considered before any — 
measures are adopted.

A Ressnkabis Year 


A bulletin published at the weather 
bureau office in Boston reports that 
there was a smaller total precipitation 
of rain and snow in 1910 than in any 
other year since the bureau was estab- 
lished in 1871. This may not have been 
true of all parts of New England, but 
it was true of Boston and vicinity. The 
precipitation was 281% inches and the 
yearly average for the past 40 years has 
been 421% inches. In 1909 there were 
about 41 inches. The largest amount 
of precipitation since 1871 was in 1877, 
when there were 651% inches. In five 
other years, all before 1881, there were 
over 50 inches each year.—Youths Com- 
panion.

¥ VEN farmers with western agricultural experience are now 
pine to see the value of New —_ soil. 
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for transmission of electrical energy is wanted to connect proposed 
termini. It desires power to confirm locations for electric wires in 
public ways when locations have been expressly granted by the 
proper authorities and are in actual use by the grantees, and also 
asks power to provide for the establishment of underground districts 
and for requiring the placing of all wires‘%in the public ways of 
such districts underground. 

The general desire is, we believe, to have the country developed 
rapidly by means of electric power applied to heat, lighting, man- 
ufacturing and transportation. Properly directed, its extension’ will 
be a great blessing. But at present there seems to be no general 
law making provisions now. applicable to :e.egraph, telephone and 
electric light lines apply also to lines for th. transmission of elec- 
tricity for heat or power. Even a street railway company’s lines 
for such purposes are excepted from thé present law. This law 
provides for the construction of lines “upon and along” public ways, 
and the commission favors substitution of “‘under and across” and 


elimination of the words “except lines for heat. or power by a> 


street railway company’ from the section of the statute cited. An 
enabling act is: recommended to confirm locations granted to and 
_used in good faith by municipalities and power companies, but of 
‘whose validity the board has doubts. By the enactment of a gen- 
eral law, rather than special law for each town or city interested, 
most of the other difficulties enumerated might be overcome. 

In asking: for so much additional authority, the commissioners 
probably know well that, opposition is likely to greet any attempt 
to modify the possibility’ of municipalities harassing public service 
corporations. And yet, a town may block the extension of a power 
line through its domain, even when that line is intended to form 
the connecting link between lines of benefit to many other com- 
munities, Of late years there has beén a notable decrease in the 
number of power generating stations arid a corresponding increase 
in the area each station serves. Trunk lines running through num- 
erous cities and towns are common enough, Power is demanded 
more and more for manufacturing, lighting, heating and transporta- 
tion; and still each town or city in Massachusetts now imposes upon 
electric power lines whatever purely local restrictions it deems nec- 


- essary outside of the usual statutory regulations.’ Any general law

for the invention of James Hodgkinson is true, there would seem 
to be ample cause for salt makers everywhere to be both surprised 


and interested. 

According to a London statement, Mr. Hodgkinson, who is 
the head of an English engineering firm, has invented a stoker 
which is supposed to reduce the essential boiling process of salt 
to a mininium. Shorn of all technicalities, this simply means that 
where seven fires are at present necessary in order to produce the 
various salt crystals, one fire will be enough. This, according to 
the inventor, means that the new method will save three of ‘every 
four tons of coal now used in salt making. As the plant will not 
give off any smoke, the improved stoker appears to have other 


adv antages besides those directly in*the line of saving fuel and 


time. 

The contract which the Hodgkinson firm received for some 
ordinary work around the Northwich salt works four years ago 
apparently proved of some advantage to the head of the concern 
who, profiting by his investigation in the matter of stoking appar- 
atus, has just sold the American rights to. his patents for $5,000,- 
000 and a royalty,. According to the inventor's representative in 
the United States, the purchaser of the invention is an American- 
Canadian syndicate which purposes to utilize the salt deposits in 
the Dominion on a large scale. Salt production in the United States 
amounts to about 4,500,000 tons annually, and the greatest increase 
in consumption is noted in the packing house industry. 

Salt is ordinarily looked upon as a cheap commodity, but the 
universality of its use is such that even the ordinary household 
finds it an item of importance in the annual expenditure. As for 
the various industries which make use of salt, any reduction in 
the present price will be far reaching. Salt deposits are plentiful, 
both in this country and in Europe, and the salt obtained from the 
sea is apparently to be had in inexhaustible quantities. But the 
processes required before the products are marketable are not always 
rapid. It is because the English invention. promises greater rapidity 
that salt manufacturers are so keenly interested; and if the saving 
of fuel is all that the inventor claims for it, there is hardly a doubt 
that the consumer may eventually reap a benefit from the new 
method.
